or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants,  such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows  : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which 
a newspaper  is  published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders.

And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
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time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  ease  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such  Bill, 
a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the  House, 
together  ivitli  the  notices  published.  At  the  time 
of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also  pay 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.

Bills  which  are 
not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  be 
re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  7%  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page ; the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not 
to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Pri- 
vate Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April, 
1901,  (see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form 
of  Railway  Bill  is  adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills 
incorporating  railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn 
in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same.

(a.)  A road  or  highway  to  be  known  as  the

“Roebuck  Road,”  commencing  at  a point  on  the 
Yale  Road  on  the  dividing  line  between  Sections 
‘7  and  2S,  Block  5 north,  Range  2 west;  thence 
iouth  along  the  line  between  Sections  33  and  34, 
Block  f>  north,  Range  2 west,  to  the  northern 
boundary  of  Section  32,  Township  2.  Said  road 
to  be  66  feet  wide,  33  feet  on  each  side  of  the 
above  described  centre  line:

same.  For  an  Act  of  incorporation  the  name  of 
the  proposed  company  shall  be  stated.  If  the 
works  of  any  company  are  to  be  declared  to  be  for 
the  general  advantage  of  Canada  the  same  shall  be 
specifically  mentioned  in  the  notice  and  a copy  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  registered  letter  to 
the  clerk  of  each  county  or  municipality  which  may 
be  specially  affected  by  such  works,  and  also  to 
the  secretary  of  the  province  in  which  such  works 
are  or  may  be  located;  and  proof  of  such  service 
of  notice  shall  be  established  by  statutory  declara- 
tion.

east  astronomically  along  the  east  boundaries  of  Lots  190  and  196,  Group  1,  Osoy- 
oos,, eleven  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty  feet  to  the  south-east  corner  of  said 
Lot  19(5;  thence  due  west  thirteen  hundred  and  five  feet  along  the  south  boundary 
of  said  Lot  196  to  the  east  water  line  of  Dog  Lake  (Lake  Skaha)  ; thence  north- 
erly, westerly,  and  easterly,  following  the  water  line  of  said  Dog  Lake  (Lake 
Skaha)  to  the  west  bank  of  Okanagan  River;  thence  following  up-stream  the 
meandering  of  the  west  bank  of  said  Okanagan  River  to  Okanagan  Lake;  and 
thence  along  south  and  east  water  line  of  said  Okanagan  Lake  to  the  point  of 
commencement;  containing  seven  thousand  and  forty-four  acres.

NOW  KNOW  YE,  that  by  these  presents  We  do  hereby  order  and  proclaim  that 
the  locality  hereinbefore  described,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  shall,  on,  from  and  after

Charles  Were  shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  thereat,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
as  many  Deputy  Returning  Officers  as  shall  be  necessary  to  hold  said  election. 

The  persons  qualified  to  be  nominated  for  and  elected  Reeve  of  such  Municipality 
at  the  first  election  shall  be  such  persons  as  are  male  British  subjects,  who  have  been 
for  the  three  months  next  preceding  the  day  of  nomination  the  registered  owners,  in 
the  Land  Registry  Office,  of  land  or  real  property,  situate  within  the  Municipality,  of 
the  assessed  value,  on  the  last  Provincial  Assessment  Roll,  of  five  hundred  dollars  or 
more,  over  and  above  any  registered  judgment,  and  who  are  otherwise  duly  qualified 
as  voters. 

The  persons  qualified  to  be  nominated  for  and  elected  Councillors  of  such  Munici- 
pality at  the  first  election  shall  be  such  persons  as  are  male  British  subjects,  who  have 
been  for  the  three  months  next  preceding  the  day  of  nomination  the  registered  owners, 
in  the  Land  Registry  Office,  of  land  or  real  property,  situate  within  the  Municipality, 
of  the  assessed  value  on  the  last  Provincial  Assessment  Roll  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  or  more,  over  and  above  any  registered  judgment,  or  who  are  homesteaders, 
lessees  from  the  Crown,  or  pre-emptors  who  have  resided  within  the  Municipality  for 
a space  of  one  year  or  more  immediately  preceding  the  nomination,  and  who  are 
assessed  for  five  hundred  dollars  or  more,  on  the  last  Provincial  Assessment  Roll,  over 
and  above  any  registered  judgment,  and  who  are  otherwise  qualified  as  voters. 

The  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  Reeve  and  Councillors  at  such  first  election  shall 
be  all  such  persons  as  are  British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of  twentj^-one  years,  who  are 
freeholders,  homesteaders  or  pre-emptors  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Municipality, 
who  have  resided  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Municipality  for  one  year  immediately 
preceding  the  date  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Municipality,  and  who  shall,  before  the 
day  of  such  election,  have  applied  to  the  Returning  Officer  and  have  had  their  names 
placed  on  the  list  of  electors  for  such  election. 


The  Reeve  and  Councillors  elected  at  sucli  first  election  shall  hold  office  until  his 
successor,  or  a majority  of  their  successors,  have  been  sworn  in,  unless  he  or-  they  shall 
die  or  resign  or  become  disqualified. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Returning  Officer  to  enter  in  a book,  in  alphabetical 
order  the  names,  addresses  and  occupations  of  all  persons,  qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid, 
who  make  application  to  him,  as  aforesaid,  to  have  their  names  placed  on  such  list,  and 
such  list  shall  be  the  list  of  the  electors  for  such  election. 

Before  the  name  of  any  person  shall  be  placed  on  the  list,  be  shall  make  and  sign 
a declaration  in  writing,  before  some  person  authorised  to  administer  oaths,  setting 
forth  his  name,  address,  occupation  and  qualifications  as  aforesaid,  which  declaration 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Returning  Officer. 

Such  list  and  declarations  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  person  within  lawful 
hours. 

Any  person  may  complain  that  bis  name  is  improperly  omitted  from  the  voters’ 
list,  or  that  any  other  name  is  improperly  inserted  thereon,  and  may  apply  to  any 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  or  County  Court  to  have  his  name  inserted  thereon  or  to  have 
any  names  improperly  inserted  thereon  struck  off  the  said  list.  In  such  latter  case 
reasonable  notice,  to  be  determined  by  the  Judge  applied  to,  shall  be  given  to  the 
person  whose  name  is  proposed  to  be  struck  off.  The  Judge  shall  hear  and  dispose  of 
all  such  applications  in  a summary  way,  and  the  Returning  Officer  shall  amend  the 
list  in  accordance  with  the  Judge’s  decision. 

At  least  six  days’  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  nomination  and  of  holding  of 
the  poll  (if  any)  shall  be  given  by  the  said  Returning  Officer;  such  notice  to  be  posted 
during  that  period  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  35  of  the  “ Municipal  Elections 
Act.” 

The  Returning  Officer  shall,  on  the  day  of  nomination,  at  2 o’clock  P.M.,  announce 
the  names  of  the  persons  put  in  nomination  in  that  behalf  as  candidates  for  the  offices 
of  Reeve  and  Councillors,  as  prescribed  by  the  “ Municipal  Elections  Act.” 

At  the  close  of  the  time  for  nominating  the  candidates  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
deliver  to  every  candidate,  or  agent  of  a candidate,  applying  for  the  same,  a duly 
certified  list  of  the  names  of  the  several  candidates  who  shall  have  been  nominated  ; 
and  any  votes  given  at  the  election  for  any  other  candidates  than  those  so  nominated 
shall  be  null  and  void. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  election  as  aforesaid,  no  more 
candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies  to  be  rilled  up,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  forthwith  declare  the  candidates  who  may  stand  nominated  to  be  elected, 
and  return  their  names  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

No  speeches  or  interruption  to  the  proceedings  of  nominating  candidates  at  the 
hustings  shall  be  permitted  by  the  Returning  Officer  between  the  reading  of  the  notice 
of  election  and  the  closing  of  the  proceedings  on  nomination  day  by  the  Returning 
Officer. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  such  time,  more  candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are 
vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the  names  of  the  candidates, 
and  publicly  proclaim  the  day  previously  stated  in  his  proclamation,  and  tire  places 
at  which  the  poll  shall  be  so  opened,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  votes  of  the 
electors  according  to  law ; and  shall  then  adjourn  the  election,  and  shall  take  a poll 
by  ballot,  and  shall  cause  to  be  posted  up  notices  of  his  having  granted  such  poll, 
indicating  the  names,  residences  and  occupations  of  the  candidates  so  nominated,  in 
the  order  in  which  they  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot  papers,  which  notices  shall’  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  nomination,  be  placarded  in  all  the  places  where  the 
proclamation  for  the  election  was  posted  up. 

If,  after  the  adjournment  of  an  election  by  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  a poll,  one  of  the  candidates  nominated  shall  die  before  the  poll  has  com- 
menced, the  Returning  Officer  shall,  upon  being  satisfied  of  the  fact  of  such  death, 
countermand  notice  of  the  poll,  and  all  the  proceedings  with  reference  to  the  election 
shall  be  commenced  afresh  : Provided  that  no  fresh  nomination  shall  be  necessary  in 
the  case  of  a candidate  who  stood  nominated  at  the  time  of  the  countermand  of  the 
poll. 

In  case  of  a poll  being  held,  the  candidates  (duly  qualified)  who  shall  obtain  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Reeve  and  Councillors  respectively. 

Every  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  have  five  votes,  being  one  for  each  Councillor 
to  be  elected  aucl  one  for  Reeve,  but  he  may  vote  for  any  less  number  than  five  : 
Provided  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than  one  vote  in  favour  of  any  one 
candidate,  or  vote  on  more  than  one  occasion.  In  the  event  of  the  number  of 
votes  being  found  to  have  been  equal  for  any  two  or  more  candidates,  one  or  more 
of  whom,  but  not  all  of  such  candidates,  being  by  the  state  of  the  poll  entitled  to 
be  declared  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  by  a casting  vote  or  votes,  as  the  case 
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may  be,  decide  which  of  the  candidates  for  whom  the  votes  may  be  equal  shall  be 
elected:  Provided  that  the  said  Returning  Officer  shall  not  vote  except  in  case  of  an 
equality  of  votes  as  aforesaid. 

All  expenses  attendant  upon  the  said  election  shall  be  borne  by  the  said  Munici- 
pality. 

The  opening  of  the  ballot  boxes  and  counting  the  votes  shall  be  in  the  presence  of 
the  candidates,  if  they  attend  for  that  purpose. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot 
papers  and  boxes  until  a Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same. 

Every  person  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for  nomination,  and  who  shall  have 
been  elected  a Reeve  or  Councillor,  must  serve  for  the  term  for  which  he  has  been 
elected,  unless  in  the  case  of  sickness,  or  in  default  pay  a sum  of  fifty  dollars  towards 
the  Municipal  Revenue ; such  sum,  with  costs,  shall  be  recoverable  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Municipality,  summarily,  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Reeve  or  Councillor  shall  be  filled  as  provided  by  the 
“Municipal  Elections  Act.” 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  after  the  day 
of  election,  at  the  Court  House,  Penticton,  aforesaid,  at  12  o’clock  noon. 

Until  provision  be  made  by  by-law  in  that  behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and  relating 
to  the  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  and  taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  “ Municipal  Clauses  Act,”  and  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  duties  of 
the  Reeve  and  Council  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  the  said  Act. 

At  the  first  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Council  may  elect  a 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and  receive  such  remuneration 
as  the  Council  may  by  by-law  appoint.

The  said  Municipality  shall  be  called  and  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  “ The 
Corporation  of  the  District  of  Peachland.” 

The  said  Municipality  shall  comprise  all  that  locality  hereinbefore  described. 

The  Council  shall  consist  of  a Reeve  and  four  Councillors,  and  the  whole  number 
present  at  each  meeting  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  three. 

The  nomination  for  the  first  election  shall  take  place  and  the  poll  (if  any)  shall  be 
held  at  Orange  Hall,  Peachland. 

The  nomination  for  the  first  election  of  Councillors  shall  take  place  on  the 
eighteenth  day  of  January,  A.D.  1909,  at  12  o’clock  noon,  and  the  polling  (if  any)  shall 
be  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  January,  A.D.  1909,  and  shall  continue  for  one  day 
only,  and  the  poll  shall  be  kept  open  between  the  hours  of  8 A.M.  and  4 p.M.,  and  Mr. 
Hugh  McDougall,  of  Peachland,  shall  be  the  Returning  Officer  thereat,  who  shah 
have  power  to  appoint  as  many  Deputy  Returning  Officers  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
hold  said  election. 

The  persons  qualified  to  be  nominated  for  and  elected  Reeve  of  such  Municipality 
at  the  first  election  shall  be  such  persons  as  are  male  British  subjects,  who  have  been 
for  the  three  months  next  preceding  the  day  of  nomination  the  registered  owners,  in  the 
Land  Registry  Office,  of  land  or  real  property,  situated  within  the  Municipality,  of  the 
assessed  value,  on  the  last  Provincial  Assessment  Roll,  of  five  hundred  dollars  or  more, 
over  and  above  any  registered  judgment,  and  who  are  otherwise  duly  qualified  as 
voters. 
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The  persons  qualified  to  be  nominated  for  and  elected  Councillors  of  such  Munici- 
pality at  the  first  election  shall  be  such  persons  as  are  male  British  subjects,  who  have 
been  for  the  three  months  next  preceding  the  day  of  nomination  the  registered  owners, 
in  the  Land  Registry  Office,  of  land  or  real  property,  situate  within  the  Municipality, 
of  the  assessed  value  on  the  last  Provincial  Assessment  Roll  |of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  or  more  over  and  above  any  registered  judgment,  or  who  are  homesteaders, 
lessees  from  the  Crown,  or  pre-emptors  who  have  resided  within  the  Municipality  for 
the  space  of  one  year  or  more  immediately  preceding  the  nomination,  and  who  are 
assessed  for  five  hundred  dollars  or  more  on  the  last  Provincial  Assessment  Roll,  over 
and  above  any  registered  judgment,  and  who  are  otherwise  qualified  as  voters. 

The  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  Reeve  and  Councillors  at  such  first  election  shall 
be  all  such  persons  as  are  British  subjects  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  3Tears,  who  are 
freeholders,  homesteaders  or  pre-emptors  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Municipality, 
who  have  i*esided  within  the  boundai-ies  of  the  Municipality  for  one  year  immediately 
preceding  the  date  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Municipality,  and  who  shall,  before  the 
day  of  such  election,  have  applied  to  the  Retui’ning  Officer  and  have  had  their  names 
placed  on  the  list  of  electors  for  such  election. 

The  Reeve  and  Councillors  elected  at  such  first  election  shall  hold  office  until  his 
successor,  or  a majority  of  their  successors,  have  been  sworn  in,  unless  he  or  they  shall 
die  or  resign  or  become  disqualified. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Retui'ning  Officer  to  enter  in  a book,  in  alphabetical 
order,  the  names,  addresses  and  occupations  of  all  persons,  qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid, 
who  make  application  to  him,  as  aforesaid,  to  have  their  names  placed  on  such  list,  and 
such  list  shall  be  the  list  of  the  electors  for  such  election. 

Before  the  name  of  any  pei*sou  shall  be  placed  on  the  list,  he  shall  make  and  sign 
a declaration  in  writing,  before  some  person  authorised  to  administer  oaths,  setting 
forth  his  name,  address,  occupation  and  qualifications  as  aforesaid,  which  declaration 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Returning  Officei\ 

Such  list  and  declarations  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  pei’son  within  lawful 
hours. 

Any  person  may  complain  that  his  name  is  improperly  omitted  from  the  voter’s 
list,  or  that  any  other  name  xs  improperly  inserted  thereoxx,  and  may  apply7  to  any? 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  or  County  Court  to  have  his  xxaxne  inserted  thei'eon  or  to  have 
any  names  improperly  inserted  thereon  struck  off  the  said  list.  In  such  latter  case 
reasonable  notice,  to  be  determined  by  the  Judge  applied  to,  shall  be  given  to  the 
person  whose  name  is  proposed  to  be  struck  off.  The  Judge  shall  hear  and  dispose  of 
all  such  applications  in  a summary  way?,  and  the  Retui-niug  Officer  shall  amend  the  list 
in  accordance  with  the  Judge’s  decision. 

At  least  six  days’  notice  of  the  time  axxd  place  of  nominatioix  and  of  holding  of 
the  poll  (if  any)  shall  be  given  by  the  said  Returning  Officer;  such  notice  to  be  posted 
during  that  period  iix  the  manner  provided  by  section  35  of  the  “ Municipal  Elections 
Act.” 

The  Returning  Officer  shall,  on  the  day  of  nomination,  at  2 o’clock  p.m.,  announce 
the  names  of  the  pex’sons  put  in  nominatioix  in  that  behalf  as  candidates  for  the  offices  of 
Reeve  and  Councillors,  as  prescribed  by  the  “ Municipal  Elections  Act.” 

At  the  close  of  the  time  for  nominating  the  candidates  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
deliver  to  every  candidate,  or  agent  of  a candidate,  applying  for  the  same,  a duly? 
certified  list  of  the  names  of  the  several  candidates  who  shall  have  been  nominated  ; 
and  any  votes  given  at  the  election  for  any  other  candidates  than  those  so  nominated 
shall  be  null  and  void. 

If,  at  the  expii’ation  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  election  as  aforesaid,  no  more 
candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning 
Officer  shall  forthwith  declai’e  the  candidates  who  may  stand  nominated  to  be  elected, 
and  return  their  names  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

No  speeches  or  interruption  to  the  proceedings  of  nominating  candidates  at  the 
hustings  shall  be  permitted  by  the  Returning  Officer  between  the  reading  of  the  notice 
of  election  and  the  closing  of  the  proceedings  on  nomination  day  by7  the  Returning 
Office!*. 

If,  at  the  expii’ation  of  such  time,  more  candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are 
vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the  names  of  the  candidates, 
and  publicly  proclaim  the  day  previously  stated  in  his  proclamation,  and  the  place 
at  which  the  poll  shall  be  so  opened,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  votes  of  the 
electors  according  to  law;  and  shall  then  adjourn  the  election,  and  shall  take  a poll 
by  ballot,  and  shall  cause  to  be  posted  up  notices  of  his  having  granted  such  poll, 
indicating  the  names,  residences  and  occupations  of  the  candidates  so  nominated,  in 
the  order  in  which  they  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot  papers,  which  notices  shall,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  nomination,  be  placai'ded  in  all  the  places  whex*e  the 
proclamation  for  the  election  was  posted  up. 
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If,  after  the  adjournment  of  an  election  hy  the  Returning'  Officer  lor  the  purpose 
of  taking  a poll,  one  of  the  candidates  nominated  shall  die  before  the  poll  has 
commenced,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  upon  beihg  satisfied  of  the  fact  of  such  death, 
countermand  notice  of  the  poll,  and  all  the  proceedings  with  reference  to  the  election 
shall  be  commenced  afresh  : Provided  that  no  fresh  nomination  shall  be  necessary  in 

the  case  of  a candidate  who  stood  nominated  at  the  time  of  the  countermand  of  the 
poll. 

In  case  of  a poll  being  held,  the  candidates  (duly  qualified)  who  shall  obtain  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Reeve  and  Councillors  respectively. 

Every  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  have  five  votes, being  one  for  each  Councillor 
to  be  elected  and  one  for  Reeve,  but  he  may  vote  for  any  less  number  than  five : 
Provided  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than  one  vote  in  favour  of  any  one 
candidate,  or  vote  on  more  than  one  occasion.  In  the  event  of  the  number  of 
votes  being  found  to  have  been  equal  for  any  two  or  more  candidates,  one  or  more 
of  whom,  but  not  all  of  such  candidates,  being  by  the  state  of  the  poll  entitled  to 
be  declared  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  by  a casting  vote  or  votes,  as  the  case 
may  be,  decide  which  of  the  candidates  for  whom  the  votes  may  be  equal  shall  be 
elected  : Provided  that  the  said  Returning  Officer  shall  not  vote  except  in  case  of  an 
equality  of  votes  as  aforesaid. 

All  expenses  attendant  upon  the  said  election  shall  be  borne  by  the  said  Munici- 
pality. 

The  opening  of  the  ballot  boxes  and  counting  the  votes  shall  be  in  the  presence  of 
the  candidates,  if  they  attend  for  that  purpose. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot 
papers  and  boxes  until  a Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same. 

Every  person  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for  nomination,  and  who  shall  have 
been  elected  a Reeve  or  Councillor,  must  serve  for  the  term  for  which  he  has  been 
elected,  unless  in  the  case  of  sickness,  or  in  default  pay  a sum  of  fifty  dollars  towards 
the  Municipal  Revenue ; such  sum,  with  costs,  shall  be  recoverable  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Municipality,  summarily,  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Reeve  or  Councillor  shall  be  filled  as  provided  by  the 
“ Municipal  Elections  Act.” 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  after  the  day 
of  election,  at  Orange  Hall,  Peachland,  aforesaid,  at  12  o’clock  noon. 

Until  provision  be  made  by  by-law  in  that  behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and  relating 
to  the  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  and  taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  “Municipal  Clauses  Act,”  and  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  duties  of 
the  Reeve  and  Council  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  the  said  Act. 

At  the  first  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Council  may  elect  a 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and  receive  such  remuneration 
as  the  Council  may  by  by-law  appoint.
